Apparently the actor is coming into his first retreat of the Germans, leading 
own in the studios of Radio Eireann.

“ The Fifth Column’ 


I am indebted to a correspondent, Miss 
Beatrice Moore, for an interesting 


addendum to my note on the origin of 
the phrase, the “fifth column.” 

Miss Moore sends me a cutting of a 
letter from the London Daily Telegraph. 
This letter gives, roughly, the same deriva- 
tion as I gave, but proceeds :— 

“He (General Franco) was fighting. 
among others, the Russians, and the rea! 
genesis of ‘fifth column’ is to be found 
in Russia. 

“During the régime of the Tsars a 
Russian general was asked about the 
formations of the army. He replied: ‘The 
Russian Army consists of four columns— 
infantry, cavalry, artillery and sappers; 
and then there exists a fifth column, made 
up by the secret police.’ 

“The ‘fifth column’ is made up, thus, 
only of natives of that country in which 
it exists. In Russia, Russians, and in 
Spain, Spaniards, were members of it. If 
there should be such a column in England 
the designation, properly used, could only 
apply to English members, not to aliens.”’ 

The letter is signed by a Mr. Walter 
Friedeberg. 


General Pershing 


Now in his eightieth year, General John 
G. Pershing, the commander of the 
American Army in the last war, is the 
eldest surviving General who helped to 
lead the Allies to victorv in 1918. 

Son of a railway line “ boss,” he showed 
in early life as a soldier the organising 
capacity that made him a dominant 
personalitv in the great struggle waged in 
1917 and 1918. 

It was an historic day when he arrived 
at Boulogne with the first American regi. 
ments. Thousands of men and women 
crowded the streets waving the ‘‘ Stars 
and Stripes,’’ and shouting “ Vire 
VPAmerique’’ and ‘Vive  Pershing.’”’ 
Shiploads of troops followed in quick suc 
cession; renewed courage fired the hearts 
of the British and French soldiers, and 
soon the tide of battle began to flow hope- 
fully. 

Given an absolutely free hand by Presi- 
dent Wilson, Pershing was assigned the 
big job of shaping and training a whole 
army organisation, which expanded in a 
year and a half to close on two million 
men. French and British alike gave him 
credit for his work. 

His final test as a commander in the 
field was short, but in the few months of 
his active service he showed the coolness 
and decision that carried his men 
victoriously through the fierce fighting in 
Belleau Woods and in the neighbourhood 
of Chateau-Thierry, enabling General

Foch to take the initiative and maintain 
the stiff and increasing pressure in the

Memorial Postage Stamps 


The reproduction in the Irish Times of 
the Russian stamp depicting the play- 
wright, A. P. Chekhov, reminds one of 
my correspondents that this form of 
homage is not favoured in England, where 
the privilege of. reproduction has been 
confined to the Sovereigns. 

Several Englishmen, however, have 
been honoured in this way by other 
countries. R. L. Stevenson left happy 
memories in Samoa, where at least two 
stamp issues have borne his portrait. 

Francis Bacon has been reproduced on 
a Newfoundland stamp and Lord Byron 
has been remembered in this. fashion by 
the Greek Government. 

The United States has had an almost 
countless number of celebrities on their 
stamps, and just over ten years ago they 
so honoured a famous Irish-American, 
James Sullivan, who in 1776 succeeded 
General Lee as Commander of a portion 
of Washington’s Army, and later tne a 
President of New Hampshire. 


Portugal's Anniversary 


Portugal very soon is to celebrate the 
800th anniversary of her foundation as a 
State, and the 300th anniversary of the 
restoration of her independence after 
sixty years under Spanish rule. In every 
city, town and village festivities are being 
planned, and in Pichon: there will be 
exhibitions representing various phases of 
the country’s history. 

River pageants and naval reviews are to 
take place on the Tagus, but I find it 
dificult to believe that an international 
fleet, “ in spite of the war,” will attend. 

All the former dependencies of Portugal 
are to participate in the festivities, 
particularly Brazil, which, until its 
Declaration of Independence in 1822, was 
the economic backbone of the mother 
country. 

It is a strange thought that the part of 
the Iberian peninsula known as Portugal 
was completely without national conscious- 
ness during the stirring centuries prior to 
1140 A.D., and that 350 years later she 
had one of the most extensive empires in 
the world. 


The Scorpiids 


In the early days of June, when the 
moon will not be in the way, there is a 
radiant active in Scorpio, whose meteors 
emanate from near the chief star, Antares. 
Towards the latter part of the month, 
when the moon is waning, meteors may 
be looked for from Draco or its immediate 
neighbourhood. 

There is a fairly large maximum to- 
morrow evening at 11.15, while the 3rd 
has another about 10.20 p.m. Other 
maxima occur ou the 4th about noon and 
10.45 p.m., and on the evening of the 5th 
there is a large one at 9.50, followed by 
another on the 7th about noon. 

The 9th furnishes maxima at 10.40 p.m. 
and near midnight. Large maxima occur 
on the llth at 11.35 p.m. and on the 12th 
at 10.15 p.m. Other maxima fall on the 
night of the 15th at 9.15 and 12.20; on 
the 18th at 10.45 p.m., and on the 19th 
at 5.45 p.m. and near midnight. 

There is considerable meteoric activity 
about the time of the summer solstice, a 
maximum occurring on the 21st at 2.30 
p.m., followed by a much larger one at 
8.50 p.m. And there are other maxima on 
the 23rd at 9.15 p.m. and 9.45 p.m. The

GOOD REPORT ON YEAR'S 
WORK 


The twenty-first annual general meeting of 
the friends and supporters of St. Ultan’s 
Hospital, Charlemont street, Dublin, was 
largely attended on Thursday, 

The committee’s annual report stated that 
since the last report the hospital has lost 


three good friends—Mr. Joseph Schofield, 


Miss Lily Williams and Archdeacon Grimes. 

The medical report stated that 710 patients 
were admitted, the number for the previous 
beg being 670. Officially they had 62 cots, 

ut more often than not they had 70 patients 
in the wards, all their available resources 
being taxed to the utmost. During the year 
they had great success in treatment and the 
death roll showed a very satisfactory decline. 
This decline was most noticeable in cases of 
acute gastro-enteritis. one of the greatest 
scourges of infancy; the mortality from this 
disease fell from 60 per cent. in 1938 to 47 
per cent. in 19139. The total number of 
patients seen during the year was 2,653 and 
the number visited at home 3 

The revenue account showed that the 
expenditure amounted to £8,298 17s. 11d. 
which was £2,722 in excess of income. 

Dr. Alice Barry, moving the adoption of 
the reports, praised the work which the 
hospital had done, and was doing, for tke 
preservation of the health of the children.

IS EXCELLENCY M. XAVIER de 
a LAFORCADE, the newly-appointed 
French Minister to Eire, yesterday 
resented his credentials to Mr. de Valera in 

t. Patrick’s Hall, Dublin Castle. 

Mr. de Valera, who was accompanied by 
Captain 8. Brennan, A.D.C., on his arrival 
at the Castle, inspected the military guard of 
honour, and the National Anthem was played. 

The French Minister arrived shortly after- 
wards from the Legation, Ailesbury road, 
attended by a mounted military escort. 
Monsieur de Laforcade wore diplomatic 
uniform, and was accompanied by Mr. F. H. 
Boland, Assistant Secretary. Department of 
External Affairs; Monsieur Cauvet-Duhamel, 
accompanied by Dr. M. Rynne, Department 
of External Affairs. 

There were present at the ceremony:—Mr. 
S. T. O'Kelly, Mr. P. Kennedy. Assistant 
Secretary to the Government; Colonel M. 
Hogan, Commandant M. O’Brien, Com- 
mandant Ahern and Commandant Fahy. 

The French Minister at his departure 
inspected the military guard, and the French 
National Anthem was played. 


NEW MINISTER’S ADDRESS 


His Excellency, presenting his letters of 
credit, said. in French:—‘‘ Mr. Prime 
Minister,—I have the honour to hand you, 
together with the letter of recall of my pre- 
decessor, the letter by which the President of 
ths French - Republic has been pleased “to 
accredit me an Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary to Ireland in succes- 
sion to Monsieur Jules Blondel, who has been 
appointed to another diplomatic post. 

‘ Although [ am only’ the fourth head of 
the French Legation in Ireland, I cannot 
forget that the cultural associations and the 
friendship of our two countries go back, in 
the past, to that remote epoch when Ireland 
was one of the last refuges of Christian 
civilisation, then in danger of done. 
The apostle and the patron saint of Ireland 
studied in the country which was then known 
as Gaul, and at a later date Ireland sent her 
missionaries to evangelise the Continent. In 
the course of the following centuries this 
friendship asserted itself on many occasions 
in a fruitful collaboration for the defence of 
the most sacred principles of right and 
justice. 

“Tt will be for me an agreeable duty to 
contribute my utmost efforts to maintainin 
and strengthening these traditional ties, an 
I venture to hope, Mr. Prime Minister, that 
in the accomplishment of this high mission 
I shall not be without either the assistance 
of your Government or the sympathy of the 
Irish people. 

“In conclusion, allow me to express, Mr. 
Prime Minister, my most sincere good wishes 
for the prosperity of Ireland and the welfare 
of Your Excellency.’’ 


MR. DE VALERA’S REPLY 


| Mr. de Valera, replying in Irish, said :— 


“Mr. Minister, it gives me much pleasure 
to accept from you the letters by which His 
Excellency the President of the French Re- 
public accredits you as Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary of France to 
Ireland. I bid you a most hearty welcome. 
In receiving from you the letters of recall of 
your distinguished predecessor, I would ask 
you to assure your President of the high 
regard. in which Monsieur Blondel was held 
among us. 

“Your Excellency, the long-standing friend- 
ship between France and Ireland is with us a 
valued tradition. It is the earnest desire of 
the Irish Government that the friendly re- 
lations which have so long existed between 
our two countries should be maintained and 
strengthened, and I need hardly assure you, 
therefore, that in the discharge of your 
mission you will always receive the fullest 
assistance and co-operation from myself and 
the Irish Government. 

“I thank you for the good wishes you have 
expressed. Please assure your President of 
the friendship and good-will of the Irish

A POLITICAL CHANGE

General Franco or of Signor Mussolini. The 
triumph of such a France “ purged “ of its 
radical and other minds no similarity to the 


victory of a France under such a Govern. 
ment as France had in 1956. 

Supposing Hitler's parachutists invaded 
France, would they have any support 
any section of the population? The answer 
to this question is a categorical negative. 
Even if there exist any pro-Nazis among the 
Alsatian and Lorraine population, the danger 


of any activity from these isolated individuals 
is largely prevented by the fact that they 
have been evacuatéd from their border homes 


to the valleys of South-Western France 
Leaders of the pro-Nazi Separati.’ Alsatian 
movement have been arrested long since, and, 
even though evacuation sorely tries the 
patience and loyalty of the border regions, 
there is not likely to be any signs of pro-Nazi 
feeling among the essentially Catholic 
peasantry of those parts. 

A number of the politicians who until a 
year ago constituted what Hitler hoped was 
going to develop into a fifth column now 
accuse the Communists of being “ fith 
columnists.’’ This is, however, false. The 
test of a fifth column is whether it will co- 
operate with agents of the enemy. It is 
quite out of the question for Communis: 
working men, for example, to aid a 
parachutist. The Communists make no 
secret of their position. They are not 
for either side in the present war they are 
for a third side—themselves. Thus, if 
Hitler attempts to use the parachutist weapon 
against France, he cannot expect tye para- 
chutists to have any support except trom 
German spies. German spies must have got 
well entrenched during the last two years, 
but since all refugees have been interned, 
tLe number now free to act must be ex- 
tremely limited. The parachutists will have 
to come in great numbers and act as army 
units, not as officers to a local partisan force. 
The efficacy of the weapon is thus greatly 
reduced, although no one is likely to under- 
estimate such acts of sabotage and destruc- 
tion a single well-armed parachutist is able 
to do with luck to help him. 

Staff cars can be ambushed, assassination 


can be attempted, and bombs may be thrown. 
and all these may have a damaging effect in 
the area concerned. 


But it is obvious at the same time that 


they are barely of military significance a: 
would not have any noticeable effect upor 
the course of the war except in the most 
unforeseeable circumstances. 


HOME DEFENCE 


To make assurance doubly sure, however. 


France is recruiting a home defence unit 0! 
observers and anti-parachute militia. These 
units will, of course, be over and above t'r 
ordinary territorial defence troops, wh 
already guard factories, bridges and railway 
lines. Thus, if Hitler is counting upon using 
his parachute weapon with the same effect in 
France as he used them in Holland then he is 
woefully mistaken.

the slightest chance of these sky troops. 
whether they appear in the form of nuns.

ESPITB a chequered career, Franz 
von Papen to-day still retains high 
office in the service of the German Reich, 
being Ambassador to Turkey.

D-: MEDLICOTT is already known to 
students of international affairs by 
his painstaking and scholarly work, ‘‘ The 
Congress of Berlin and After.’’ He has 
now turned his gifts in historical synthesis 
to a more popular and more topical sub- 
ject, and he has treated it in an objective 
fashion very different from the majority 
of surveys of the big licy of the 
last twenty years. Dr. Medlicott is pre- 
eminently a trained historian. He 
writes, accordingly, with that long view 
which is the prerogative of statesmen, but 
which is denied to mere politicians. 

He could have attempted to make his 
work a best-seller by the introduction of 
spurious narrative; instead he has pro- 
vided us with a thoroughly accurate and 
reliable compendium of the facts which 
will be invaluable for reference and for 
study as a rational exposition of recent 
British foreign policy. So far as possible 
the author has not obtruded his private 
opinions upon the reader. He is careful 
to evaluate conflicting policies at home 
which led to divided councils in the 
Cabinet and to seeming indecision 
abroad. 

In a brief compass Dr, Medlicott has 
achieved his task in such a way that his 
book can be recommended confidently to 
the more thoughtful members of the 
pe public. He confines his attention 

y no means to European affairs, but is 
equally explicit in his discussion of the 
interests involved in the Sino-Japanese 
quarrel and in the relations of the United 
States with the rest of the world. The 
narrative is brought down to the opening 
months of the present war. 


Journalist’s Notebook 
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Pound Notes. By Reginald Pound. 
London: Chapman and Hall. 9/6 net. 


fi VERY journalist has many interesting 
tales of personalities and places, but 
few take the trouble to record them as 
Mr. Pound has done. This book consists 
of jottings over a pe.iod of: five years— 
dates arp missing, but they are not 
necessary to the interest of Mr. Pound’s 
comments. He has a pleasantly easy style 
and an admirable method of giving really 
adequate pen pictures of some of the many 
people with whom he was in contact. There 
is humour, too, and a wide background is 
covered—not only journalism, but country 
life, a visit to America, and film writing. 

The notes are not connected by any 
thread, save that of Mr. Pound’s life, 
and, therefore, this book makes an admir- 
able bedside companion, to be picked up 
and put down when the fancy strikes one, 
without losing any of its attractive fresh- 
ness.

The Conditions of Economic Progress. By 
Colin Clarke, M.A. Macmillan; London. 
25/- net. 


HE author of this book is Director of 
the Queensland Bureau of Industry 
and Financial Adviser to the Treasury of 
Queensland. He was formerly Lecturer in 
Statistics at Cambridge University. It ns 
of interest to note, therefore, that he has 
preferred the statistical or _ scientific 
approach, rather than the deductive or 
theoretical method, in attempting to find 
the conditions under which “the world 
can hope for the greatest degree of 
economic progress in future.” 

The basis of the work is the comparative 
study of the investigations which have 
been made into national income in the 
principal countries of the world. The first 
two chapters deal with income conditions 
during the decade 1925-34, and prove that 
only in relation to the great industrial 
countries can it truthfully be said that 
the _- of production have been 
solved. 

In view of what we constantly hear 
about the relative poverty of our country, 
it is of interest that the- average real 
income per head of the working population 
in Eire during the decade in question was 
only exceed in seven countries—viz., 
U.S.A., Canada, New Zealand, Great 
Britain, Switzerland, Australia and the 
Netherlands. Thus, excluding Switzerland, 
the new countries, which are only now 
reaching their optimum economic develop- 
ment and the countries with large colonial 
empires, we have here a higher standard 
of living than anywhere else in the world. 


Age of Plenty 


The current opinion that full use of 
available productive capacity would imme- 
diately result in an age of plenty is 
shown to apply only in U.S.A. More 
than half the workers of the world enjoy 
a real income equivalent to less than £40 
a year, and the four great industrial 
countries—the U.S.A., Great Britain, 
France and Germany—which contain only 
13 per cent. of the world’s population, 
enjoy about 47 per cent. of the world’s 
entire income of goods and services. The 
most important problem remains, therc- 
fore, that of increasing available produc- 
tive capacity. 

Mr. Clarke then finds on examination 
that a high average level of real income is 
always associated with a high proportion 
of the working population being engaged 
in the tertiary industries (commerce, 
transport, entertainment, professional ser- 
vices, etc.) and low income, with a high 
proportion in the primary industries 
(agriculture, forestry and fishing). He 
also points ont that there appears to be 
a limit beyond which it is difficult to 
develop the secondary industries (manu- 
facturing, mining and building). More- 
over, a8 manufacturing industry soon 
reaches a stage where very little new 
capital is required, it follows that in 


countries where incomes are high only 
housing and public utilities offer an outlet 
for future savings.

The Engraver’s Art 


Mr. John Farleigh 
Surveys His Work 
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Graven Image. By John Farleigh. London: 
Macmillan. 15/- net, 


PERHAPS you have never heard of Mr. 

John Farleigh; if so, it may remove 
some ot his anonymity to say that he was 
the illustrator of George Bernard Shaw’s 
“The Adventures of a Black Girl in 
Search of God.” Whatever you may 
think of this book as a contribution to 
literature—and critics, have compared it 
with everything from’ ‘‘ Candide’’ down- 
wards—you would probably admit that, 
for a popularly priced book it was a work 
of art seldom paralleled in the last quarter 
of a century. 

The same critics, anyhow, who were so 
divided on the merits of the story were 
virtually unanimous about the quality of 
the engravings, and Mr, Farleigh strode 
into fame overnight. He says:— 

“- I have done better work since, though 
not so popular. Perhaps one has to be 
much better to be as popular again; 
perhaps popularity is not, after all, a 
question of quality, but something that 
may happen at any time to anybody,”’ 
thereby summarising the calm and de- 
tached attitude with which he writes 
throughout. 


New Lights on G.B.S. 


In some mysterious way he has com- 
bined an autobiography, a text-book on 
engraving, and a potted biography of 
G.B.S., all in the one volume. His 
chapter on the negotiations and discussions 
with Shaw on the subject of “ The Black 
Girl ” is infinitely more illuminating than 
the great mass of fact and fiction 
accumulated in most Shavian studies. Nor 
is it necessary to have any knowledge of 
the engraver’s art before reading—or even 
after reading—to enjoy the more workaday 
sections, 

Throughout, the author is fighting 
against effeminate, decorative work. He 
ends on a note of uncertainty; striving to 
represent “ Lilith ” of “ Man and Super- 
man ” he achieved a curiously complex 
design without any patent consciousness of 
motive. He is puzzled by his own art, 
trying to explain something which, by its 
own nature, is inexplicable. It is better 
thus, certainly, than to end on a note I 
pride of self-confidence. Something 
suggests that more will be heard of th+s 
artist, that ' The Black Girl” will not 
be his only claim to fame.

Sea Warlare To-day. 
Russell, K.B.E. London: The Bodley Head.

IR HERBERT RUSSELL’S little 
book gives a comprehensive survey of 
the part that sea-power is playing in the 
present war. It is written in language 
that anyone can understand; it is neat, 
an:! it conveys a great deal more informa- 
tion, than some of the solid volume on 
naval strategy and tactics that appeared 
between 1920 and 1939. It explains many 
aspects of British naval policy that may 
have puzzled the layman; for example, 
how Britain, while other Powers were 
busy building submarines, devoted a great 
deal of study to means of destroying and 
neutralising the submarine. That, of 
course, is only one small part of Sir 
Herbert’s survey of the whole range of 
naval craft and equipment. A book of 
cartoons which appeared during the war 
of 1914-1918 showed the staff of the 
Admiralty upon the outbreak of hostilities 
singing ‘‘ Heads of Oak.” The modern 
Admiralty is a live and imaginative 
organisation, as ‘‘ Sea Warfare To-day ”’ 
demonstrates. 
Mr. Stubbs has been B.B.C. naval 
observer since the beginning of the war. 
In “ The Navy at War” he is able to 
tell what he has seen and learned without 
any ruthless chief sub-editor (as he ruts 
it) to say: ‘‘Three minutes, and make it 
two and a half, if you can.” He covers 
a wide ficld—submarines, the *rench 
Navy, women in the Navy, the Merchant 
Navy, the Fleet A:r Arm, and a score of 
other sections. He provides a great Geal 
of information about events in the present 
war, such as the boarding of the Altmark ; 
and his personal experiences of sailors and 
their craft are recounted in a pleasant 
style.

The Christian Heritage. By Basil Redlich. 
London: Methuen. 6/. net. 


HE editor could not have chosen a 

more fitting occasion than the present 
for the appearance of such an anthology 
of Christian thought. Whether in the 
home, on a week-end, in the park, or, 
especially, in the trenches, this excellent 
volume should prove invaluable to the 
war-strained mind. 

Mr. Redlich has divided his headings 
into some fifty-odd compartments in which 
he manages to pack a little of the moods 
and meditations of almost all the great 
Christian thinkers. The prose and poetry 
which he gives are drawn from some of 
the best works in spiritual literature— 
taken from the writings of saints, mystics, 
theologians, puritans and philosophers. 
But his sources are not always in the past. 
There are many contemporary names, such 
as Rupert Brooke, Francis Thompson and 
Joseph Conrad. 

These are days of strain and anxtety, 
and we cannot think of any anthology of 
thought which is a better antidote to the 
moods of the time we live in.

35 very great importance of the East 
Ulster area in the general Irish 
historical and archeological complex is 
already well understood and appreciated, 
and it is, therefore, appropriate that the 
first well organised survey of a distinctive 
Irish region to be made available should 
be that of the region in question. While 
wishing it had been fuller, the reader will 
learn from this volume the great wealth 
of antiquities of fundamental national 
interest that the area contains within its 
boundaries. | 

It 1s often not fully realised that the 
whole documentation of the earliest stone 
phases is localised in the area, and that 
these exhibit those important extraneous 
links —— Scandinavia, Spain, 
Portugal) which form the material of a 
country’s pre-history. Similarly, several 
of the more important phases of the 
Bronze and Early Iron Ages owe some of 
their best documents (in the shape of 
finds) to the Northern Ireland area. On 
the other hand, the claim, recently made, 
that all colonising elements came by the 
North-East route is unsustainable. 


Pre-historic Tombs 


The present volume, which is a credit 
to the Belfast Advisory Council and their 
editor (Dr. Chart), makes available a 
relatively complete and succinct account 
of the monumental history of the region ; 
the clear-cut arrangement of the material 
makes it easy and pleasant to. consult. 
The county areas are separately treated ; 
each monument is afforded its paragraph, 
with immediate description and townland 
name und its locale on the gridded map, 
which is furnished with the volume; the 
paragraphs are lucid and essential in 
character, so that rapid consultation is 
possible, and, as it is not too cumbrous, 
the work may be used by the motors 
tourist with comfort. It is a book for 
every Lrishman’s shelf.

Oueen's, and the historic, by Dr. H. G. 
Lawlor, a veteran and reliable worker in 
the field. Their introductions give a 
generalised study of the monuments, and 
the illustrative material skilfully portrays 
the more important megalithic tombs with 
minute inset plans, while air photos, 
especially those of the now famous and 
typical early Christian laura at Nendrum, 
excavated by Dr. Lawlor, give a compre- 
hensive and easily assimilated view of both 
classes of material. 

Special attention has been paid to the 
recording of the ‘‘ horned cairn ” class, 
those interesting chambered tombs which 
link two such widely separated terrains as 
Scotland and Sardinia, and which have a 
growing importance in the ancient land- 
scape of North-East Ireland. 

It is a pity that it did not occur to the 
learned editors to give a classified list 
enabling the researcher to see at a glance 
where he might locate, say, stone circles, 
Crannéga, ete.—more important in a work 
of this kind than a glossary or list ot 
authorities. Again, the method of posting 
the entries invites the use of serial 
numbers, which, if further recorded on 
the map, would have added considerably 
to the reference value of the work. 


The Stone-Age 


Of great introductory value would have 
been a scheme indicating the progress of 
the Stone Age of the North-East, which, 
owing to the work of the Americans and 
others, can now be easily codified, together 
with the principal sites. That there should 
be many sites and monuments omitted is 
comprehensible, but why should Lisna- 
croghera, the Irish La Téne, fail to be 
recorded? Termon McGurk, site of an 
early church which long sheltered a sacred 
bell—still extant—associated with Colam 
Cille; and Dunsford Church, with its 
interesting carved stone statue of the 
Virgin, might have been included, if only 
on account of the rarity of the class. No 
doubt, these can be later covered by a 
supplement, 

e find it incomprehensible that, there 
has been a complete failure to take stock 
of the actual place-names themselves, 
which often enough bear directly on the 
monument dowsibed, and give useful 
additional data of origin, etc. The 
Advisory Council might have had recourse 
to several noted experts: Dr. O’Brien, of 
Queen’s ; Mr. Henry Morris, a distinguished 
graduate of the same University ; and, of 
course, Dr. Séamas O Ceallaigh, for valu- 
able assistance in this regard. Saval 
More, for example, is Sabhal Mór, the 
Great Barn; the word is from Latin 
stabulum, and, like the Coleraine Hoard, 
is a gift from Roman Britain to this 
country. It very likely describes a special 
type of structure consequently, and may, 
therefore, have a bearing on subsequent 
archeological investigation. Cloghtogle 
must appear to the average reader as a 
meaningless congeries of sounds, when in 
reality it stands for Cloch Tógbhála, the 
current Ulster word for a dolmen, and, in 
fact, one of the two Cloghtogle entries does 
describe such a monument. Several 
Cloghtogle townlands with similar charac- 
teristics are also recorded. 

A still more significant case is found 
under Crighdenis, tl. Toberdavagh, which 
informs us of “ a spring at the base of a 
rock which is cleft halfway up, and known 
as St. David’s Bed.” The townland name 
is. here determinative, and ineludes the 
word tobar (well), and a second. word, 
which may be dabhach (vat. or hollow), in 
which*case the St, David referred to is 
pure myth; if not, we should have a

King Names 


How very dangerous this can prove to be 
is illustrated by another famous monu- 
ment ably dealt with in the Survey— 
that of Knockmany, now, we note with 
gratification, carefully enclosed and 
cleaned up. A few years ago an effort 
was made to associate the king-names, 
Meneh-ManiueMinos, of the Fastern 
Mediterranean, with the “hero,” “Many,” 
buried here, all in the interest of a linking 
up of our Megalithic Culture with the 
advanced civilisations of the Fertile 
Crescent. 

Unhappily, Knockmany is in reality 
Cnoc mBáine, the hill of Báine, recorded 
in local lore as a lady, and, no doubt, of 
much more recent date than the megalith 
itself !—a case of ex orienti lux with a 
vengeance. 

One effect of this preliminary survey 
will be to stimulate widespread interest 
in the valuable national monuments of 
the special area and lead in time to the 
recording of remains not so far noticed. 
The extension of tillage and house con- 
struction create conditions demanding the 
attention of antiquarians, since our public 
bodies are, as a rule, composed of men who 
have not been educated to any great 
extent to a sense of responsibility in these 
matters. This applies even to the most 
important municipal bodies. 


The Bellevue ‘* Island '' 


Only a few years ago the Belfast Cor- 
ration, in laying out the grounds of 
llevue Gardens, restored the drained 
lake, but thought the little island stand- 
ng in the centre too small; they over- 
looked the fact that it was a crannóg, and 
buried it under several feet of soil, plant- 
ing the enlarged area with laurels and 
other plants. We hope they will take to 
heart Dr. Lawlor’s remarks on this 
subject, since they missed a remarkablo 
opportunity of adding to the amenities of 
a very charming park a unique point of 
historical and archeological interest. 
The Advisory Council is to be con- 
gratulated on its excellent survey, which 
is also a record of their own valuable 
work.

rhe Stuff of History 


While the civilised world holds its breath 
in wonder, the British Expeditionary Force 
that has been fighting so valiantly in 
Flanders and Northern France continues 
to make its weary way towards the sea. 
According to German reports, General 
Prioux, commander of the First French 
Army, was taken prisoner, with a number 
of his staff officers, on Wednesday; but 
no confirmation of this story has been 
received in Paris, and General Prioux’s 
army was credited yesterday with numerous 
local successes. The brunt of the fighting 
in the Northern sector is falling upon 
Viscount Gort’s little army, which has 
been suffering heavy losses during the last 
week. The British have been fighting a 
constant rearguard action. They have been 


harassed day and night by the Germans, 


whose attacks from the air have been 
particularly severe. They have had little 
sleep and little food. They have been 
marching and fighting throughout the 
twenty-four hours, pursued by Germany’s 
motorised divisions, which have been bent 
on their destruction. Isolated and out- 
numbered, the British troops have been 
making military history since the surrender 
of the Belgian King; and the fact that 
so many of them have been evacuated from 
Northern France must be regarded almost 
as a miracle. Large numbers of troops 
have reached English ports during the last 
few days. Their withdrawal in good order 
has been made possible by the joint efforts 
of the British Navy and the Royal Air 
Force, which have helped to keep open a 
corridor through which the retreating 
army has made its way to Dunkirk. The 
Germans have been doing all in their power 
to prevent embarkation at Dunkirk; but, 
largely through the use of small boats in 
great numbers, the British and French 


British reports speak of the arrival in 
England of ‘‘ countless thousands ” of men 
who have been fighting in Flanders and 
Northern France. Allowance must be made 
for journalistic licence, but there is small 
doubt that the withdrawal operations have 
been unexpectedly successful. At one time 
it looked almost as if the entire British 
Expeditionary Force, together with General 
Prioux’s French divisions, would be either 
cut to pieces or captured, and there was 
talk some days ago of a repetition of 
Napoleon III.’s débácle at Sédan seventy 
years ago. This danger now has been 
averted. Admittedly, the British and 
French have sustained a severe set-back 
in the North; but no blame can be 
attributed to the fighting men of either 
army. The collapse of Belgium’s resist- 


ance was wholly responsible. 

The success of the evacuation in 
Northern France has been due primarily 
to the strength of British sea-power. So 
long as that power remains unimpaired 
the Germans cannot win the war, however 
imposing their successes on land may seem 
to be. Signor Mussolini would have 
brought Italy into the war on Germany’s 
side long ago but for the terrific fact of 
the British Navy, which, reinforced by its 
French ally, is by far the most formidable 
offensive and defensive weapon in exist- 
ence. The Germans had hoped by means 
of their submarines and bombing aero- 
planes to annihilate the British fleets, or 
to weaken them so badly as to render them 
virtually hors de combat; but, in fact, the 
British and French Navies are substan- 
tially larger and stronger to-day than they 
were when the war began, and building is 
being accelerated to such an extent that 
within the next few months their pre- 
ponderance at sea will be increased 
enormously. Another factor in the Allies’ 
favour is the remarkable efficiency of the 
British Air Force. When Herr Hitler 
launched his Blitzkrieg three weeks ago 


| the German Air Force was vastly superior 


in numbers to the combined forces of 
France and Great Britain. Since that time 
its losses have been staggering. An exact 
figure is out of the question; but British 
and French estimates agree that some two 
thousand German machines have been put 
out of action. Naturally, the British and 
French also have had heavy losses; but 
the British insist that their pilots and 
machines ‘alike have proved themselves to 
be very much superior to the Germans, 
and this fact has raised the moral of the 
Royal Air Force to an exceedingly high 
level. The British people realise that, in 
the last analysis, the issue between 
Germany and the British Empire will be 
decided, firstly, by the ability of the Royal 
Navy to maintain sea communications, 
and, secondly, by the ability of Great 
Britain’s fighter machines to cope with 
German bombers. So far there has 
been no cause for doubt in either 
case, and that is why the British people 
are facing the possibility of an early 
attack on their shores with such con- 
fidence. On land, as a result of the 
Belgian fiasco, most of the fighting must 
be done by the French—at any rate, until 
the British army shall have been re- 
organised and sent to the Continent 
via Le Havre or some western port. General 
Weygand has not yet risked a large-scale 
offensive. Manifestly he is husbanding 
his resources, while the Germans are 
dissipating theirs with reckless prodigality. 
The French Generalissimo has established 
new lines along the Aisne and the Somme. 
It was announced yesterday that French 
troops had reached the immediate 
neighbourhood of Abbeville, and it 1s 
quite possible that a sudden flank attack 
may place. the Germans in an extremely 
awkward position, The fact is, however, 
that the French, like the British, are 
basing their plans on the probability of a 
long war, whereas Herr Hitler is staking 
everything on a quick decision. The events 
of the next few weeks will decide. If the 
Germans do not bring France and Great

always ready to fight in a cause in which 
they believe; and surely there can be no 
better cause than the defence of their own 
country. 
number many thousands of men, but many 
thousands more are needed before the 
nation can feel itself on the fringe of 
safety. Even then our security will not 
be certain. 
but is it not infinitely more honourable /— 
that we should resist aggression to the best 
of our small power, than that we should 
succumb tamely to a powerful conqueror’s 
will. Our chances of a successful resist- 
ance, for that matter, are not so small. 
About the national spirit no doubt can 
be entertained. The only question is: 
How can it be harnessed to the best 
purpose? An advertisement in our columns 
to-day, read in concert with Mr. Oscar 
Traynor’s broadcast of last night, will 
furnish the answer. Every young man 
whose services are not otherwise indispens- 
able has a duty to join the Defence Forces 
of the nation for service either in the 
Regular Army or in the Volunteers. It 
is a Uecent and an honourable life—none, 
indeed, is more decent or more honourable 
—and at the present time none certainly 
is more patriotic. The. Regular Army 
wants men either for the normal period 
of enlistment or for the duration of the 
present emergency ; for the first category 
it calls upon unmarried men between the 
ages of 18 and 28 years; for the second, 
men, married or unmarried, up to the 
age of 48. Recruits for the Volunteer 
Force are required to serve for a minimum 
period of five years. There is room in both 
forces—which form part of the same Army 
—for every man with a special trade: 
additional pay, indeed, is allowed to such 
specialists as doctors, dentists, engineers, 
carpenters, motor drivers, fitters, wireless 
and signal operators, clerks and other 
exponents of skilled professions or trades. 
For those men who can afford some time 
for their country’s defence, but, through 
domestic or other reasons, are reluctant to 
join the first-line forces, an opportunity 
is provided by the new Local Security 
Force, whose task will be to guard against 
espionage and treason; and details of this 
new organisation will be made public, no 
doubt, before very much longer. Between 
these three forms of national service a 
wide choice is offered to the youth of 
Ireland. Self-respect and _ patriotism 
demand that they shall choose between 
them. The best choice is the Regular 
Army; second best is service in the 
Volunteers; for those who can accept 
neither career, the Local Security Force 
offers a chance to do splendid work. The 
Minister's appeal must not fall upon deaf 
ears, and the answer must come at once. 


Uneasy Light 


We were warned the other day by Mr. 
de Valera to be prepared for a return of 
lighting restrictions, and it is to be in- 
ferred that the “Celtic Twilight’’ which 
passed for a ‘‘Black-out’’ in these lati- 
tudes last September no longer will be 
regarded as adequate in such an event. 


The citizens who purchased yards of 
‘‘ blacking-out ’’ material some months ago 


now will have the laugh of those who did 
not do so—that is, if they can find where 
they put the stuff. Thrifty housewives, in 
all probability, long since have grown 
tired of seeing the material lying about 
the house unused and have converted it 
into overalls for young Sean, domestic 
aprons, a cover for the dog’s cushion, or 


something equally useful, even though not 


ornamental. In the meantime, our street 
lamps appear to be anxious to make hay 
of the ratepayers’ money while the sun 
shines. Disregarding the well-worn in- 
junction that it is not necessary to light 
a candle to the sun, they have continued 
to burn for an hour or more after dawn 
every morning, and, in many cases, have 
astonished suburban residents by starting 
work a couple of hours earlier than ex- 
pected, while the tennis courts still were 
fully occupied. This was a very rare 
occurrence in the days when gas-lamps 
were more numerous, and the lamplighter, 
going briskly about his rounds, a familiar 
sight, but even in those not so far distant 
evenings there were lamps that behaved in 
an eccentric manner and were the despair 
of the Corporation Lighting Department. 
Probably it was Jamps of this description, 
devoid of all sense of civic dignity, that 


gave rise to the story of the night worker 
who claimed that every lamp in his street 


winked back at him when he nodded to +t, 
and that the one opposite his door always 
went out as soon as he went in, evidently 
satisfied that nothing more could be ex- 
pected from it for the remainder of the 
night.

ghting front in Flanders. They are tired 
and battle-stained, but they carry themselves 
proudly and cheerfully, for they are not 
remnants of a beaten army, but men who 
have played their part in an achievement 
that will. be aieagable in history. There 1s 
no more difficult and perilous operation of 
war than the rearguard action of an out- 
numbered army, culminating in an embarka- 
tion under fire. It has become vastly more 
difficult in the age of mechanised warfare and 
bombing from the air. In this particular 
case the dangers were suddenly and vastly 
magnified when an Ts hard-pressed force 
was unexpectedly deprived of the co-operation 
of an ally upon whom it had relied for half 
its strength. With a million men and a great 
superiority of tanks and aircraft bearing 
down upon the isolated armies of the Allies 
in Northern France the German commanders 
might well have expectedeto encompass the 
total destruction of the beleague force. 
That project has already been foiled. 

By what cool, tactical judgment among the 
commanders ahd staffs, by what firm  dis- 
cipline, and by what a multitude of individual 
heroisms in the fighting line the steady e 
of the withdrawal has been made sidle 
cannot yet be told. There has been no 
possibility of concealing operations from the 
enemy's eyes. The embarkation has been 
carried out under a constant rain of bombs, 
and very largely from open beaches. The 
harbours open upon a region of shallow 
waters, strong tides and—in war conditions— 
few aids to navigation, where the Navy can 
employ no vessels larger than destroyers and 
where once control of a ship has been im- 
paired by hostile fire she can seldom escape 
being quickly driven aground. 

The protecting squadrons of the Royal 
Air Force have to make up as best they 
may, by their proved individual superiority 
and by prodigious endurance, without inter- 
mission or rest, for their inferiority of 
numbers. To maintain the resistance under 
all these disadvantages is only made possible 
Ly the most perfect understanding and co- 


operation between the three Services and the 


three Allies; for Belgian units, to their 
honour, have refused to lay down their arms 
and are sharing the perils of the withdrawal. 
That co-operation has already achieved the 
extrication of a very substantial part of the 
whole force. At the same time, the contract- 
ing line of those who still remain on shore 
remains unbroken, under terrific strain, and 
every hour that the enemy is held at bay 
means that more sghiploads are _ safely 


embarked.

Sir,—I am glad to see Senator Sir John 
Keane is moving on behalf of war refugees. 

As one who has housing for some 100 
refugees, please allow me to make a request 
that red tape be dispensed with in a crisis 
of this kind, and, furthermore, that religious 
rejudices should not be allowed to inter- 
ere with fundamental Christian obligations.

She then reported an un- 
known German ship. Her last message 
ended abruptly, and, as Mr. Winston 
Churchill, then First Lord of the Admiralty, 
told the House of Commons, it could only 
be concluded that she had been sunk by 
greatly superior forces. 

Lieutenant-Commander Roope, who had 
commanded destroyers since 1936, had been 
nearly 22 years in the Navy. He leaves 
a wife, a son, aged ten, and a daughter, 
Their home is at Weymuth.

The Royal Ulster Constabulary are to 


enforce from Monday next a curfew on all 
aliens resident in Northern Ireland from 10.50 
p.m. till 6 a.m. 


‘Under the new Aliens Order issued by the 
British Home Secretary aliens also will be 
prohibited from having in their possession or 
under their control any bicycle or motor 
vehicle, sea-going craft or aircraft without 
permission.

FERMANAGH 
UNIONISTS AND 
DEFENCE 
INTENSIVE RECRUITING 
URGED 


From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
ENNISKILLEN, Friday. 


Speaking at a meeting of Fermanagh 
Unionist Association, Enniskillen, to-day, 
Sir Basil Brooke warned farmers that, serious 
as feeding-stuffs’ shortage was last winter, it 
would be much worse. It took five tons of 
imported feeding-stuffs to produce one ton of 
bacon. Shipping was scarce, and they must 
relieve five ships for one bringing imported 
bacon, 

The report showed increased Unionist 
majorities in Enniskillen and Lisnaskea, and 
a reduced Nationalist majority in South Fer- 
managh. 

Sir Emerson Herdman stressed the neces- 
sity for keeping registration work alive 
during the war. 

Mr. E. Ferguson, M.P., said some papers, 
mainly small, scurrilous papers, were circulat- 
ing in Northern Ireland at this serious time, 
doing everything. in their power to obstruct 
national effort.

FIGHTING, SIDE” BY 


British and French 
Hold “Corunna Line 


“FIFTH COLUMN” RUSE 
THAT FAILED

T was emphasised in authoritative 
quarters in London last night that 
French troops are holding the 
Corunna '- line with the British 
Expeditionary Force. A great num- 
ber of them are fighting side by side 
with the British troops in that region, 
and they are - fighting like cats. 
The French Navy, too, is co-operat- 
ing with the Royal Navy in evacuat- 
ing the troops who are no longer 
required on the line. 
is is confirmation that troops are holding 
the region west of the Yser and the en- 
trenched camp near Dunkirk. 

An officer who has just returned to London 
speaks of the “ stunning effect” of the air 
bombardment. Although he went through the 
last war, he points cut that it was far 
greate: than anything he could ever imagine. 


TERRIFIC BOMBING 


The bombing of Dunkirk was “quite 
terrific,’’ but the loss of life was small. This 
is the opinion which has been expressed 
from almost every source. 

This officer expressed the view that once 
a German has got out of his tank “he is 
nothing like the man he was in the last war.” 
That point has been made by many other 
people also who were in the withdrawal. 

There is abundant evidence that through- 
out the embarkation of the British - Expedi- 
tionary Force on various beaches there was 
considerable “ Fifth Column” activity. The 
place was ‘‘riddled’ with spies.” It seems 
that if headquarters were established in one 
house it could almost be guaranteed that 
within a few hours that house, although it 
was just one of a row, would be bombed. 
In one case a British officer was impersonated 
and a false order was given, but the ruse 
was discovered. 


TANK NOT INVINCIBLE 


-With regard to the onpreened invincibility 
of the tank, there is a well-substantiated story 
that one British officer stopped a heavy tank 
with an.anti-tank rifle. It cannot be dis- 
closed what method he adopted, but he did 
it. by “keeping his head, and anyone else 
could do it the same way.”

Mr. Enrico Mizzi, lawyer and leader of the 
Pro-Italian section of the Nationalist -Party 
in the Malta Council of Government, has been 
arrested and interned. Mr. Mizzt was court- 
martialled in the last war. 
At a meeting of the Council to-day, Sir 
Ugo Mifsud, co-leader of the Nationalist 
Party, affirmed his party's loyalty and sup- 
port of the Government, and his conviction 
that the Allies would win the war. There 
is only one other Nationalist member of the 
Council. 

Major-General Dobbie, Acting Governor, 
told the Council that he proposed to sub- 
ordinate all energies to the principal task of 
ensuring the maximum contribution from 
Malta towards winning the war. All secondary 
legislation would be deferred. 

Vhole-hearted support of General Dobbie 
was expressed by the majority in the Coun- 
cil, led by Lord Strickland. 

The Malta Coancil of Government consists 
of eight official members, two unofficial mem- 
bers, nominated by the Governor, and ten 
elected members. The Governor presides over 
the Council, and has a casting vote.

COMPULSORY IRISH FOR

problem was emphatically given by 

the voters on the motion at last 
Wednesday’s meeting of the College His- 
torical Society. ‘the motion before the 
House was: “' That 
this House would wel- 
come a University 
Union,” and, in spite 
of the reasonably 
eloquent: speeches that 
were made in its 
favour, it was de- 
feated by the easy 
majority of 19 votes 
to 9. Such a result 
indicates not only an 
unwillingness to co- 
operate in any scheme 
for the formation of 
a University Union, 
but even a certain

The fact that twenty-eight 
people voted on the motion does not suggest— 
when one takes into account the membership 
of the Society, the usual attendance at meet- 
ings and the circumstance that the question 
of th: elections for officerships and seats on 
the comnittee was still on the tapis—any 
absorpiag interest on the part of the Society 
in the problem of ‘‘two Societies are better 
than one.” But it was a hot night, and 
local problems have become a little more in- 
significant of late, and one might even sus- 
pect that some members were so much more 
tnterested in getting a seat on the real com- 
mittee of a real society. than in the abstract 
morality of an imaginary society that they 
forgot to vote at all. Anyway, the motion 
was thrown out, and as “ Dublin University 
Union’’ cannot come into existence: without 
support from the Historical Society it looxs 
as if it were still as far off as ever from 
the real world. It would be interesting, 
however, if the University Philosophical 
Society would so: far depart from its 
customary procedure as to hold a debate on 
the subject.

Mr. Fred T. Eason presided at the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Irish Association for 
the Prevention of Intemperance, on Thursday 
last at 110 Grafton street. There were also 
resent: Mrs. W. G. Lindsay, Miss I. M.

Acknowledgments were read from the 
Prime Minister, Mr. de Valera, the Minister 
for Finance, the Ministry for Industry and 
Commerce, and the Minister for Agriculture, 
of the Association’s resolution adopted at the 
‘annual meeting, and submitted to the several 
Ministries—namely: “ That this Association 
calls upon the Government. to reduce the 
amount: of grain converted into alcoholic 
beverages, owing to the increasing scarcity 
and high cost of food.”’

Denis J. Coffey, M.A., regretting his inability 
to take the chair at a suggested lecture by 
Mr. Eason in aid of the Association.

Mr. Justice Black—When a person com- 
mences to speak in a language I expect him 
to continue in that language as a matter of 
comity, good sense and good manners. 

Barra O Briain—Thanks, very much. 

It was, said Barra O Briain later, a dis- 
advantage and an obstacle to them to have 
to plead their case in Irish before an official 
who did not know the language. Further- 
more, Mr. Boyle, defendant’s solicitor, got 
an advantage when he conducted a long con- 
versation in English with the Examiner, who 
could not understand the argument on behalf 
of plaintiff in the matter. 3 


AN INDIGNITY AND FARCE 


Mr. Justice Black said that it was both an 
indignity to counsel and a farce that, when 
counsel intimated his wish to conduct his 
case in Irish, no official who understood 
the language was present, but whether it 
was an obstacle to the administration of 
justice would appear to depend upon the 
result of the case 

Mr. MacCarthy having addressed the Court 
in English, 

Mr. Justice Black said that Sean 
O hUadhaigh had suffered under a grave 
difficulty in putting his case in Irish before 
the Examiner without being understood. 

He wished to make it quite clear, however, 

that he did not want to see the Irish language 
being held up to contempt or put in any 
derogatory position. There were people in 
most countries who were not ashamed to go 
about ridiculing their own country and things 
held. sacred. He himself had heard the Irish 
language being ridiculed by people who could 
not speak any language but a bad pattern 
of English. 
It occurred to him that in a case where 
counsel on both sides coula speak English as 
well as Irish, and where the officers of the 
Court could not speak Irish as well as they 
could speak English, it might be more in 
keeping with the dignity of the Irish language 
not to stand upon strict legal rights. They 
would not be pulling down the flag in any 
way, but rather uplifting it by not giving a 
handle to those who might be inclined to 
sneer at the Irish language. It did not 
always follow that insisting upon full legal 
rights was entirely justified or that it was 
sensible or practical. He thought it might 
have been possible to waive the point of 
legal rights and let him hear counsel speak 
the Mane they normally spoke in Court, 
reserving the right to read afhdavits in Irish 
and having them interpreted in the ordinary 
way. 


MUST MAEE CHOICE OF 
LANGUAGE 


addressed soma remarks to

he had a right to use either language. He 
did not think counsel had had Counsel was 
not entitled to address the Court first in 
Irish, then in English, then in Irish, and so 
on. He must make his choice of language 
and stick to it from beginning to end, Any 
other course would ridicule the proceedings 
in the Court.

The application, he thought, had no merits. 
It asked him to send back a ruling to the 
Examiner for an entirely useless purpose—to 
have the whole thing heard igain and a 
similar ruling made. Owing to the way in 
which the rules wer- framed, the Examiner 
could not get an interpreter. and he did not 
think the Examine was to blame, but the 
rules possibly were. Whilst he appreciated 
Mr. O hUadhaigh’s feelings in the matter, he 
thought another course might have been 
adopted rather than putting the public to 
expense and waste of time The country 
had no public money to throw away on 
nonsense. 

He refused the motion and directed that 
in future when dealing with the matter the 
Examiner should have the ‘services of an 
interpreter. The costs were reserved. 

Mr. Justice Black added that he had the 
highest possible regard for Barra O Briain 
and envied him for the facility in which he 
could address the Court in the language of 
the country.

A resolution drawing attention to the «is. 
appearance of imports from certain -neutra| 
countries and the need to arrange alternative 
supplies, and calling on the Government to 
do everything in its power to’ promote an 
Irish mercantile marine was unanimousty 
carried. 

Mr. s. Fitzgerald, Chairman, Cork Harbour 
Commissioners, urged the development oí 
reciprocal trade with America, and suggeste 
that, as standards varied, American many. 
facturers should be induced to send over 
agents. The question of an Irish mercantile 
marine was worthy of serious consideration. 
and he believed the Government. were now 
considering it. Wrth it must he considered 
the question of ship-repairing facilities, 


DEVELOPMENT OF 
EXTERNAL TRADE 


Mr. P. L. McEvoy, Hon. Director of the 
Federation, said that there was no insuperable 
difficulty in developmg a mercantile marine 
Other small nations had done it. The present 
course of the war might become a blessing jor 
them if it compelled a better balanced external 
trade economy. He urged the development 
of trade with the American Continent, add. 
ing that he was not advocating that the 
Government should engage in neon, but that 
the Government should ensure that exporters 
got favourable conditions, and that such a 
trade be properly organised. Should the 
Government give that essential assistance. 
there were men of ability, knowledge and ex. 
perience in the country who would develop 
external trade to the country’ s advantage and 
to an extent hitherto unknown. 

The President said they were being bled 
white because they had no mercantile marine, 

Quoting féile rates, he said: ‘‘ The Go. 
vernment had failed in its duty when it failed 
to anticipate war and its bearing on the 
necessity for an Irish mercantile marine.” 

A resolution was passed, callmg for th 
lowering of industrial costs, in view of dif. 
cuities of those engaged in agriculture. 

Mr. B. O'Driscoll (Killaloe) refuted any 
idea that Irish manufacturers were profiteer- 
ing, and asked why could not the Govern. 
ment compel the unemployed to provide turf. 

Other resolutions were adopted, calling for 
the setting-up of industrials Courts to avert 
strikes, and urging the Government's adoption 
of a State war risk insurance plan.

The evidence I have gathered in going 
among the people of Paris and: peasants and 
workers passing through the city as refugees 
has filled me with:complete confidence in the 
‘people of France to win through in the end. 
A buildmg worker who had to abandon his 
last possessions on the road when, his lorry 
was disabled by a machine-gun bullet gave 
me a clue to the new feeling that is‘ abroad 
in France. . 
He showed me his work-scarred hands. 
'“Í am a worker,” he said; then he paused 
as if searching for words to sum up his whole 
reaction tu the fate that had overcome him 
and his famelys <: - fa 
Then he said with a curious intensity. 
“ And they. have done this to me.” 
He was no ‘‘grouser.’’ He was a man who 


was beginning to feel that he was not made 


to be always at the receiving end, pf things, 


‘but it was time tovract.‘to control, to decide 


things for: himself. That was the spirit I 
found in the most tinexpected places as J 
went through Paris during the Blitz Kreg. 
It is the spirit which will assert itself to 
save France in the end. | 

In Paris, we have seen, first, the Belgian 
refugees, and then, in streams on foot with 
lorries“ and farmcarts, the French refugees ; 
then the stream stopped. The news of in- 
describable confusion and slaughter on the 
roads of North France. filtered i snl to us. 
The villagers. fleeing before the wave of arson 
and destruction, had .been.mixed pell mell 
with the. re-grouping Belgian, British and 
French columms returning precivitately from 
Belgium to defend the French Channel ports. 


IRON FORTITUDE 


The state of mind of these refugees is diffi- 
cult to believe. One would expect hysteria, 
There was little 
of this. On the contrary, almost every face 
bore the grim lines of iron fortitude. The 
peasant women, with their parchment-coloured 
faces, their. inevitable black gown and 
bleached hair were the most magnificent. 

‘In a barracks hastily made over for the 
reception of refugees: I heard one peasant 
woman asked: ' How many children have 
ou?’ 

“TI had five,” replied the woman. “I saved 
one.” This was said calmly, without 
emotion. | 

She would not spare herself the luxury of 
emotion. All her energ es one could see were 
centred on one purpose, to save this one 
child, a little oF of about three. Her de- 
termination was that of life itself, to carry 
on the new at all costs. The children were 
calm and uncomplaining. I saw twenty of 
them lying in the tank of a petrol lorry. 
Soldiers had hastily hacked holes in the top 
of the tank to put them inside, and they had 
travelled some thirty or forty miles like 
that when I saw them. None of them were 
crying. ‘The eyes were round and staring 
and they stood silent and bewildered when 
we lifted them out.. After a bath-and some 
milk they were, playing and jumping over 
heaps of luggage in a wa-ting-room. 
The adult refugees are silent, too. The 
men particularly in general seem to worry 
less about the loss of their possessions. (ne 
man told me he felt free. What was the use 
of all the things he had collected round him, 
he asked. There were one or two. things he 
wanted now, he said, and they were not pots 
and pans. One of the things he wanted was 
liberty for his fellows, and he had nothing 
to restrain him going out to get it w:th all 


his might... 
|. THE EFFECT OF WAR. 


The effect of the war is to show many 
people the impermanence of property, and for 
that reason its relative lack of importance.

It must be difficult for this generation to 
‘realise that’ many hundreds of ‘yet active 
-citizens. witnesesd the denvarture of the first 
horse-drawn tramcar from Nelson’s Pillar to 
Donnybrook, and that tens of thousands of 
those who are now among the middle-aged 
thought that the last word in civic transport 
‘had been said when the first electric vehicle, 
now destined for the scrap yard, drew crowds 
of spectators from their desks and counters 
in Westmoreland street. Little did they 
visualise the days in which another transport 
revolution would bring Bray and Poulaphuca,

Swift, with Marie Augusta Ingram (42), 
of Marmion road, Southsea, and Archibald 
Watts (40), unemployed, of Orchard road, 
Southsea, were charged with conspiring 
together to commit offences against Regula- 
tion 2 of the Defence Regulations, and 
against Section 1 of the Official Secrets Act. 

All three were committed for trial at the 
Old Bailey. 

Separate charges against Ingram concerned 
an act prejudicial to public safety, and an 
attempt to obtain documents or information 
‘calculated to be useful to the enemy. 

Swift and Watts were accused of com- 
municating and associating with her, and 
endeavouring to cause disaffection among 
His Majesty’s forces. 


COUNSEL’S STATEMENT 


Mr. G. R. Paling, prosecuting, said that 
Mrs. Ingram tried: to get information about 
tanks from a member of the Royal Tank 
Corps, and told one man that when this 
country was invaded the Royal Family and 
members of the Cabinet would be publicly 
executed, and Sir Oswald Mosley would be 
made ruler.

GERMAN troops, on the heights 
above Narvik, appear to 

almost trapped within a ring of 
Allied troops, reports ‘* Afton- 
bladet’s’’ Correspondent on the Lap- 
land border. The only possible loop- 
hole of escape is to the East, in the 


direction of the Swedish frontier. 

Bitter fighting has been in progress since 
the attack was launched early on Tuesday 
morning, and the Germans are yielding 
ground only step by step. It is understood 
that Norwegian, Polish and French troops 
are “ie in the attack, while the British 
Navy and the Fleet Air Arm are co-operating. 

There have been many killed and wounded ; 
two batches of wounded are already reported 
to have crossed the Swedish frontier. These 
are mostly German. but they include also 
French and Norwegians. 

In addition to the fighting around Narvik, 
the Allies are also maintaining attacks on 
the German positions along the railway to the 
south of Byjoernfjell. French and British 
warplanes are especially active.

ATTEMPTS TO WRECK IRON 
ORE RAILWAY

Many hundreds of Germans have been 
captured following the: fall of Narvik, the 
iron ore port in Northern Norway, which 
was taken by the Allies on Wednesday. 
Uthers are believed to have escaped. 

The Germans carried out extensive 
demolitions in tne town before abandoning 
it. They also did their utmost to wreck the 
railway to the Swedish frontier, destroying 
seven electric engines, each of which cost 
1,000,000 kroner (about £50,000), and blowing 
up points and signals. Narvik Station, how- 
ever, still stands. 

The Norwegians say that the Germans’ 
supply of T.N.T. gave out. 

The accuracy of the fire from British war- 
ships during successive bombardments of 
Narvik is evidenced by the small number of 
civilian casualties. Ferro-concrete jetties 
have been broken and twisted under the 
weight of explosive, but the majority of 
damaged houses which I have visited con- 
tained German machine-gun nests, range- 
finders or wireless transmitters.

of British and Indian officers accelerated, 
and munitions production further speeded up. 


PROTRACTED WAR 


General Cassels said that Indians would be 
given a full share in the expansion of 
** officer production.’ 

After declaring that his faith in the Allies’ 
ultimate victory remained unshaken, he 
expressed the view that the present situation 
in France indicated a protracted war, and 
there was a ‘‘definite danger ” of it spread- 
ing. That might mean that India would 
cease to enjoy immunity from enemy action. 

General Cassels revealed that, as a result 
of nine months’ ceaseless efforts, Indian 
ordnance factories had increased their output 
six or seven times. He congratulated British 
and Indian industrialists on the way they 
had risen to the occasion in the production 
of essential war supplies. 


LARGER INDIAN NAVY 


Since the outbreak of the war the regular 
Indian Army had already undergone a first 
expansion of more than 53,000 men. The 
Royal Indian Navy had also been expanded 
enormously, with a personnel two-and-a-half 
times greater than before. 

Paying a tribute to the deep determination 
and strength of purpose of the peoples of 
India, General Cassels said that, it these 
qualities were concentrated on the vital task 
of winning the war, India’s contribution to 
the ultimate victory of civilisation would be 
most notable.
